Tue correspondence between James Buohanan
and Lewis Cass, in December, 1860, which was
transmitted to the Senate yesterday, furnishes
au important link in the history of that eriti-
onl period, and vividly recalls the issues whioh
then sgitated the nation.

Both the writers have since entered the
portals of another world, and their opinisns
and actions oan now be reviewed without pas-
slon or prejndice.

The letter of Lewia Cass will do more for
his fature fame than any previous act of his
life. It proves that he belooged, heart and
soul, to thatwing of the Democracy who re-
fased to sacrifice patriotism upon the altar of
pmmmnhip, or o connive at the treasonable
sohemes of the gecessionisie.

lawis Cass had, ihirty years before, been a
member of (ieneral Jackson’s Cabinet, at the
time when pullification was threatened by
South Carolina, and he had not forgotten the
zeal snd courage which Old Hickory dis-
played in preserving the Federal Union. Ha
desired that James Bachanan should imitata
this illnstrions example, and therefore
urged that ‘‘additional troops shonld be sent
to reinforoe the forts in the harbor of Charles-
ton;" that an *‘armed vessel shonld likewise
be ordered there, to aid, if necessary, in the
dafense;'’ that ‘‘these measures should be
adopted withont the least delay;' that the
Custom House at Charleston should be re-
moved to ons of the forts, and that all ‘*these
arrangements ghould be immediately mads.”

Thus Lewis Cass, one of the most popular
and influential leaders of the old Damooratio
party, cleared his skirts of complicity with
the rebellion and of weak acjuieicence in
the wishes of the traitors in the Cabinet.

If Jameg Buchanpan had done nething else
than sllow Lewis Cass to retire from his
sdministration on account of their irrecon-
oilable differences of opinion on the saubject
at lssue, while men whose flsgrant treason
has since beem blazomed to the world were
permitted to remain, he wonld have commit-

The phrase used by Bachanan that Congress

Yesterday afternoon
it was diecovered that an entire family—a
mother and her little boy and glrl—had fallen
violimé to the fary of an iusape huos-
band and father. Whils the officers wera
ingpecting the dreadful scene and making
notes of the evidenoes of the fearful deed, in-
telligence was received of the suicide of the
marderer and the recovery of his body from
the Delaware.

This last tragedy surpassea in horror any-
thing that has occurred in this city sinoe the
shocking murder of the Deering family by
Anton  Probst. The details of the
affair show that the  Blackstones
were pious, (iod fearing people, refined and
intelligent in their tastes, and bound together
by all the ties which could make their home
happy. The wretched husband and father
has followed his viotims to their last acoount,

| #nd it is but charity to conclude that mental

aberration rendered him irresponsible. These
bioody deeds, however, following one fast
after the other, are :cufficient to make the
wembers of every family panse and inquire,
who fs sa’e? and to raige the question as to
whether pomething cannot be done to restrain
the maorderons propensities of the fiends in
buman sbape who now walk abroad almost
wilbout moleatation. Some months agoa little
girl, Mary Mohrmav, was found ontraged and
wurdered in the most brutsl manner. The
wurderer has never been discovered, and the
probabilitles are that he never will be. The
police were accnsed of inefliciency, blander-
lug, and ignorance of \heir business in this
vate, but in counrge of time the matter almoat
jaded from the publio mind, and the reocollec-
tion of it is only revived by the later tragedies
that have horrified the community. Sinoce
tlhen we have had a change of administration
snd a pretty thorough cleaning out of the old
forve, but we do mot perceive that thera has
been apy material improvement. The suicide
of Mr. Blackstone of conrse takes the matter
ont of the hands of the detectives, but we have
the faot before us that the tragedy
remained undigcovered for thirty-six hoursg
Bmith, the janitor of Girard Hall,
was thot down in broad daylight, but no olue
to the perpetrator of the deed appears to have
been discovered; and deteotives have not been
able to establish a chain of evidence that will
point the finger of suspiocion at any one per-
gon or any number of persons. Something
certainly ought to be doue to check this mur-
derons propensity that appears to bs preva
lent just now; and if murders cannot be pre-
vented, a greater efficiencyin hunting down
the murderers wounld have atendenoy to make
our citizens feel that they have some protec-
tion. Asit now is, unless a murderer is canght
almost red-handed in the very aot, there ia

apparently very little hope that he will ever
be detected. When & murderer is ocaptured
and convicled, every consideration of justice
and the protection of human life demands
that retribution, swift and sure, should be
meted out to him, and it such men as
Twilchell are allowed to go unhuog, the law
will have no terrors for the assassimss that
walk abroad in the noonday.
